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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-22 have been considered. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-12 and 19-22 are drawn to a method of communicating data in a wireless 
network using cryptography, classified in class 380, subclass 270 (Cryptography: 
Communication System Using Cryptography: Wireless Communication). The method 
involves three entities: a mobile device, an authentication server, and a database server. 

II. Claims 13-18 are drawn to an authentication server which acts as a key distribution 
center and generates cryptographic keys for the system using a session key generator 
and an encryption key generator, classified in class 380, subclass 279 (Cryptography: 
Key Management: Key Distribution: Key Distribution Center). 

The inventions are distinct each from each other because: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct each from each other if they are shown to 
be separately usable. In the instant case invention I has separate utility because it is used as a 
method of communicating data, not as an architecture for a specific authentication server. Also, 
invention I does not require that the authentication server has a "session key generator for 
generating a particular session key" or an "encryption key generator for generating a second 
encryption key". See MPEP 806.05(d). 

Because the inventions are distinct and have acquired a separate status in the art as 
seen by their separate classification, restriction for examination purposes is proper. A complete 
response to this requirement must include an election of the invention to be examined even if the 
requirement is traversed.
